Widow as Executioner. 


Grim indeed are the stories of pun- 
ishment to wrong doers in Afghanistan 
as told in the ‘Advocate of India.”

The widow 
decided to take the man’s life, and 
while two male friends kept a firm 
hold of the victim the woman slowly 
cut the man’s throat with a penkulfe, 
Other instances of punishments at 
present in vogue in Afghanistan in- 
clude the following: One man who 


had publicly abused the Prophet Ma- IF 


hommed was, by order of the Ameer, 
stoned to death. The sentence 
carried out in the neighborhood of the 
alace, and the man’s accuser was al- 
owed to throw the first stone. With 
a view to putting down highway rob- 
bery, the Ameer had two large iron 
cages constructed on a pass infested 
by bandits. Three, notorious robbers 
were caught and put into these cages, 
being left to die of starvation, In 
order to show, however, that he is 
@ progressive man with a keen in- 
terest in the welfare of his people, the 
Ameer has sent sixty young Afghans 
to Bombay to be taught to drive mo- 
tor-cars, and he is also in favor of a 
scheme for lighting Cabul by electri- 
oity.

“FIRST CLASS AND MIXED.” 


Curtesities of Rallway Traveling tn 
the Early Days. 


The recent celebration of the seven. 
tieth anniversary of the opening of 
the railway from London to Brighton 
wis made the occnsion for revealing & 
number of quaint facts regarding tho 
first trains which were run to that 
opular seaside resort. At_ first the 
ine only ran az far as Haywards 
| Heath, passengers having to do the 
remaining thirteen miles by a service 
of coaches, At one time (in 1836) 
there were no fewer than six rival 
schemes, with varying routes to Brich- 
ton, before Parliament. And while 
physicians foretold death by asphyxia 
to all who entered the tunnel at Merst- 
ham, civil engineers declared the line 
to be utterly impracticable on account 
|} of its gradients, 

To alleviate the fears of the passen- 
gers, not only did the train hurry 
through the tunnel in about two min- 
lutes, but the tunnel itself was weil 
| whitewashed throughout and lightea 
}with gas. “This illumination,” to 
quote the official description, “indue- 
ed a feeling of confidence and cheer- 
fulness, and to the engine-driver it 
|was of the utmost moment, enabling 
him to see the road almost as well as 
in broad day.” 

In striking contrast to the luxurious 
manner in which passengers can Dows 
adays travel to Brighton for a few 
shillings, it might be mentioned t}fat 
when the line wae first opened the 
trains were divided into “first-class 
a'd mixed,” the fares being 143. 6d. 
first-class and 9s. Gd, mixed, there be- 
ing no return tickets,. Except in the 
first-class part of the train the car- 
riages wero roofless, while the well-to- 
do passenger who journeyed to the 
station in his carriage could take the 
latter with him, the charge for « four. 
| wheeled carriage being 82s., while 333.

The Duke of Marlborough Holds 


Honors of All Sorts. 


The L.':e of Marlborough, who now 
commands the Oxfordshire Yeomanry, 
roposes to give a big ball at Blen- 
ieim Palace, Woodstock, on White 
Monday for the officers of his owa 
regiment and the officers of the Berk- 
shire and Buckinghamshire Yeomanry 
Regiments, who will be going through 
their annual training in the duke’s 
pork at that time, 

The Duke of Marlborough can prob- 
ubly lay claims to more distinguished 
titles than any other peer of the realm. 
T> enumerate a few of them he ia 
Charles Richard John Speucer-Chur- 
chill, Duke of Marlborough, Barou 
Spencer, Karl of Sunderland, Baron 
Churchill, Marguis of BiandJord, 
Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, 
and Prince of Mindelheim in Suabis. 

A curious little ceremony takes 
place every year in connection with 
the Du.s of Muarlborough’s historic 
home, Blenheim Castle, A little whit 
flag with a gold embroidered fleur de 
lys is presented by the duke each 
year at Windsor Castle, 

Escorted by a ceremonious cortege, 
he then makes his way to the guard. 
room, where he placés the trophy over 
the effigy of the great Duke of Marl- 
borough. This quaint ceremony ia a 
survival of varlier days, when a grate- 
ful nation presented the firat duke 
With $2,500,000 towards the building 
of Blenheim, immediately after the 
great battle from which the castle 
takes its name, 

As a result, the palace, like the 
Duke of Wellington’s home, Strath- 
fieldsaye, ia held direct from the 
crown, and in lieu of rent the feudal 
practice of one miniature flag is de- 
manded. 

Up to the present, the Duke of 
Marlborough has not taken any very 
important position in public affairs. 
Ife went to South sfrica during the 
war and was assistant military secre. 
tary to Lord Roberts, and on his re- 
turn was appointed Paymaster-Gen- 
eral, a post which is practically a 
sinecure, He occupied this position 
for three years, eventually retiring in 
favor of Mr, Winston Churchill, his 
cousin, 


His grace was born in Simla on 
Nov. 18, 1871, and he succeeded to 
the title as ninth duke {n 1392. He 
owns about 19.685 acres.
